A YOUNG mum from Harlow has launched an online 
fundraising campaign in a bid to free her two-year- 
old daughter from an agonising skin condition. 

Louise Spiller’s daughter Tillie suffers from a 
severe form of eczema and is in constant discomfort 
from extremely inflamed and itchy skin. She also has 
a number of allergies including dust. 

Her mother wants to raise £2,000 to convert the 
family’s council-owned flat into a sterile hospital- 
style environment to help control the condition. 

Heart-breaking 

Louise, who also has an 11-month-old son, said: 
“Having the most precious thing in your life in so 
much pain and discomfort and feeling powerless to 
take it all away, is truly heart-breaking.” 

Eczema is a condition that causes the skin to 
become itchy, red, dry and cracked. The symptoms of 
eczema often have certain triggers, such as soaps, 
detergents, stress and the weather.

Fears antisocial 


crimes increasing 

Highest number of incidents in Bush Fair

CONCERNS have been raised about 
crime levels in Harlow after a number 
of recent incidents including assault, 
robbery and antisocial behaviour. 

Residents took to social media fol¬ 
lowing police appeals including one 
asking for information about an incid¬ 
ent where an 84-year-old lady was 
robbed of her handbag after being 
followed as she walked to her Old 
Harlow home on Saturday, February 
14. 

Appeals were also released after two 
groups of teenagers were arrested for 
a pair of assaults in Harlow in Feb¬ 
ruary, while a boy was punched in the 
face outside Passmores Academy dur¬ 
ing the same period. 


On Facebook Lin O’Reilly wrote: It's 
not safe to go out in this town anymore 
day or night, it's about time they gave 
these dirty scumbags proper sen¬ 
tences. 

In January 315 crimes were repor¬ 
ted to police in central Harlow alone 
and with 48 incidents, Bush Fair was 
the ward with the highest number of 
crimes reported. 

Harlow PC Rob Hance said there had 
been threats made to shopkeepers in 
the area, but many of the calls were out 
of a “fear of young people congreg¬ 
ating in large groups”. 

“There has always been a perceived 
amount of anti-social behaviour due to 
the size of these groups,” he said. 

With 117 instances of antisocial 
behaviour in January, this crime 
formed a large portion of the total 


number of calls to police, but PC Hance 
said the police are dealing with the 
matter. 

“Antisocial behaviour is always a 
concern for us because it raises the 
fear of future crime. If we deal with 
this behaviour now we can help pre¬ 
vent future crime,” he said. 

“It is being dealt with seriously and 
some young people are being given 
unacceptable behaviour contracts.” 

However, neighbourhood police ser¬ 
geant Phil Moulsher said that 
although there had been a slight 
increase in crime, the rise is “not 
significant” and certainly not a worry 
for police. 

“It looks as if, compared to this time 
last year, we have had a slight increase 
in crime, but not by a huge amount” he 
said.” 


Charities to 
benefit from 
County Hall 
cash boost 


CHARITIES are feeling the bene¬ 
fit from a large government grant 
which will enable them to focus 
more on community projects. 

Essex County Council has 
awarded 43 charities across the 
county a share of a £3m grant 
under the under the Independ¬ 
ence, Choice, and Control Fund 
(ICCF). 

The grants will provide funding 
for up to three years and will help 
support people with needs ran¬ 
ging from dementia to visual 
impairments. 

Amongst the Harlow based 
charities to benefit are West Essex 
Mind and Homestart Harlow. 

The Bush Fair based mental 
health charity West Essex Mind 
will receive a £20,000 one year 
grant, which will enable them to 
expand further in the town. 

Homestart Harlow, based at the 
Latton Bush Centre, help ordin¬ 
ary families who are going 
through difficult times. 

Charity spokesman Val Evans 
wasn’t able to disclose how much 
the charity received, but she did 
say their three year investment 
was “brilliant”. 

She said: “The money will allow 
us to run an Alethea group to 
support mothers with post-natal 
depression. 

“It means everything to us, and 
it’s brilliant that we have been 
able to sustain it for three years,” 
she added. 

Alison Wilson, CEO said: “We 
thought it would be a good idea to 
reach out to the communities 
where people may find it harder to 
get support. 

“We want to support people 
with mental health problems in 
harder to reach communities. We 
would like people who are exper¬ 
iencing a mental health problem 
to be able to come together in a 
safe supported place.”

Single mum needs £2k to 
make flat sterile for Tillie 

Online campaign for funds to help ease daughter’s eczema

DOTING mum Louise Spiller just 
wants her two-year-old daughter to be 
free of pain and smile again. 

The 22-year-old’s daughter Tillie suf¬ 
fers from a severe form of eczema and 
spends her time fighting a constant 
battle against extremely inflamed and 
itchy skin. The condition leads the 
toddler to scratch so much that she 
draws blood and severe enough to send 
her to hospital frequently. 

Louise, who lives Spring Hills 
Tower, Harlow, has launched a crowd¬ 
funding campaign to raise £2,000 to 
redesign her flat to create a sanitary 
hospital-style environment with only 
a bed and wash room, all with wipe 
down surfaces, walls and flooring. 

Tillie was diagnosed as a baby. 

“This [condition] has had such an 
impact on her life she now feels self- 
conscious and in constant discom¬ 
fort,” Louise explained. 

“Sometimes she’s so self-conscious 
that she won't leave the house, and in 
so much discomfort that even putting 
on clothes is a struggle to her. 

Powerless 

“Having the most precious thing in 
your life in so much pain and dis¬ 
comfort and feeling powerless to take 
it all away, is truly heart-breaking.” 

There is currently no cure, but treat¬ 
ment can help relieve the symptoms 
and many cases improve over time. 

However, severe eczema often has a 
significant impact on daily life and 
there is also an increased risk of skin 
infections. During flare-ups Tillie can 
be treated with steroids, but it is not a 
long term solution. 

Louise said: “Doctors tell me not to 


use any of the commonly-marketed 
baby products, perfumed products, or 
soap. 

“They have put Tillie on medication 
called prednisone which really lowers 
her immune system for a few weeks 
and then she will get weaned off of it. 
While she on this medicine it can be 
dangerous if she comes into contact 
with chicken pox as she would have to 
get admitted to hospital.” 

She added: “You can’t really stop a 
baby from scratching. You can distract 
them where possible and keep them 
occupied and keep their nails short.” 

Sterile 

Louise is trying to raise the money 
to redesign Tillie’s living space by 
replacing the carpet with thick lino 
and redecorating her room to ensure it 
is completely sterile. 

Louise says this will help minimise 
Tillie’s contact with dust and reduce 
her irritation and allergies. 

She also hopes this will keep her 
daughter away from hospital. 

Louise, who also has an 11-month- 
old son, is desperate for her daughter 
to be pain-free. 

She added: “I appreciate this is no 
small task at hand, however to reclaim 
Tillie’s childlike sense of wonder, to 
see her smile and to know I have 
reduced her pain is worth everything 
and more. 

“Will you please help me make this 
little girl's life whole again? 

“We all deserve to go out and play, 
enjoy the world and adventure 
through childhood as intended with 
your help. Together we can change a 
life.”

Police make first drug-driving arrest using new roadside test 


A HARLOW man has been arrested on 
suspicion of drug driving following 
the introduction of new legislation. 

He was tested with new equipment 
that has been introduced to identify 
the possible presence of eight illegal 
drugs. 

The 31-year-old man was stopped in 
West Road in the town shortly after 
11pm on Friday after a vehicle was 
flagged for not having insurance. 


He was subsequently arrested on 
suspicion of drug-driving after the 
equipment indicated the presence of 
illegal drugs in his system. 

He was taken to Harlow police sta¬ 
tion for questioning and has been 
released on police bail to report back 
on May 15. 

Chief Inspector Nick Lee, from 
Essex Police’s roads policing unit, 
said: “We are already making use of 


this new legislation to take drivers 
suspected of driving under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs off the roads and ques¬ 
tion them. 

Ban 

“Should they be convicted they 
could face a minimum one-year driv¬ 
ing ban, a fine of up to £5,000, up to six 
months in prison and a criminal 
record. Driving under the influence of 


drugs can affect your reaction times 
and awareness, and makes you a 
potential threat to other road users 
and yourself. 

“If we catch you and convict you 
then the very least you can expect is a 
criminal record, but the risks you take 
by driving under the influence of 
drugs could potentially put your life or 
someone else’s in danger. Our message 
is simple - don’t do it.”

SIR Amanda Fordham quite 
rightly questions the outcome of 
consultation exercises about 
house-building proposals 
{Letters, February 26) but only 
has to look at the outcome of a 
recent report to find out the 
reasons why. 

Councils in the south east of 
England are under increasing 
pressure to find enough homes 
to house the growing population 
of this country and to deal with 
the housing shortage in London. 

It is no co-incidence that many 
towns like Harlow are being told 
they must have 10,000 to 20,000 
homes built in and around them 
to ‘regenerate’ them but there is 
no evidence to substantiate this. 

Indeed, the building of 
thousands of homes in Harlow 
since 1990 has not led to any 
regeneration. 

This is simply a ruse to build 
enough homes to house the 
massive population increase in 
the last 10 years. 

A recent report concluded that 
councils are afraid to refuse 
planning permission for new 
housing developments because 
they cannot afford the cost of 
applications being taken to 
appeal which they then go on to 
lose. 

Councils have acknowledged 
that applications are being 
granted which would otherwise 
be refused. 

One has only to look at the 
price of the homes being built 
near Pye Corner to see that most 
local people will not be able to 
afford to buy a home there. 

A report by Harlow Council 
last year said that it was likely 
that only 10-15 per cent of homes 
built in and around Harlow 
could be termed as affordable/ 
social. 

It is a simple fact that if a vast 
number of homes are built in the 
south east, more people will 
want to live here. 

The Government must take 
action to reduce the number of 
people wishing to live here, 
otherwise there will be a 
continuous cycle of building 
more homes, the diminishing of 
green space between towns and a 
continuing crisis in our health 
and other vital services.

Helping young smokers kick the habit 


A FOOTBALL team have joined 
the campaign to stop Essex teen¬ 
agers from starting smoking as 
part of British Heart Foundation 
(BHF) No Smoking Day.

A HARLOW man has been jailed 
for robbing a prostitute at knife¬ 
point and for his involvement in a 
violent street disorder.

Robbery 

Lawal, who has previous con¬ 
victions for robbery, admitted a 
charge of violent disorder in rela¬ 
tion to an incident in Bish- 
opsfield, Harlow, on January 18, 
and was given a further two years 
in prison. 

He was on bail for that offence 
at the time he robbed the pros¬ 
titute. 

His co-accused in the street 
fight, Carl Manton, 24, of Little 
Brays, Harlow, pleaded not guilty 
to violent disorder but was con¬ 
victed. 

He was given a two year sus¬ 
pended prison sentence. Manton 
was also ordered to serve 140 
hours’ unpaid community work. 

Jailing Lawal for a total of

seven years Judge Christopher 
Ball QC told him: “It was utterly 
terrifying for someone entrapped 
in enclosed premises with a 
stranger with a knife. You are a 
dangerous offender.” 

The court heard how Lawal had 
set up to meet the prostitute on 
September 18, last year. 

Judge Ball said: “Lawal set up 
the meeting with the prostitute 
that morning by phone and once 
the meeting was confirmed he 
ensured he had a knife with him. 

He used the knife to threaten 
her into submitting to a theft.” 

The court heard that a fight 
broke out at a teenager’s party in 
Bishopsfield over a drug debt. 


There was “a fierce confront¬ 
ation” between men, including 
Lawal, and another group, includ¬ 
ing Manton. 

It spilled out on to the street and 
woke up residents in the early 
hours. 

A car was involved which 
crashed and damaged three other 
vehicles. 

Who did what was not clear, 
said the judge, but the violence 
was “frightening”. 

Reaction 

Mitigating for Lawal, Richard 
Kelly said he became involved in 
the disorder but it was a reaction 
to what someone else had done. 

He said that Lawal had 
“repeatedly said sorry” to the rob¬ 
bery victim and not taken her 
phone when she pleaded with him 
not to. It was a working flat, not 
her home, he added. 

Lawal has a five month old child 
who he had barely seen because 
he has been in prison on remand 
since September said Mr Kelly. 

He added: “He knows he will 
miss a portion of the child's young 
life.” 

Lawal’s father was a strict dis¬ 
ciplinarian and the defendant 
knew he had disappointed his 
family, Mr Kelly added.

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Boy’s cancer 
fight inspires 
marathon run 

A YOUNG boy’s battle with can¬ 
cer has inspired a Harlow man to 
run the Virgin Money London 
Marathon. 

Kenny Smith, 32, has twice 
completed the 26.2-mile challenge 
for charity and was planning to 
run the 2015 edition, on Sunday, 
April 26, on his own terms. 

That changed after a chance 
encounter with Deryn, a 15-year- 
old boy, who is fighting Leuk¬ 
aemia and ultra-rare cancer 
Langerhans Cell Sarcoma (LCS). 

He is one of only five people 
worldwide to have LCS and the 
only one to have the illness along¬ 
side Leukaemia. After suffering 
several devastating infections 
and left with no immune system, 
Deryn was not expected to survive 
but is now in remission. 

In December Deryn set up char¬ 
ity Do Everything with the aim of 
building the finest residential, 
recreation and therapeutic centre 
for teenagers with cancer in the 
UK.

Fire service call 
handlers strike 

Walkout planned to last for eight days

ESSEX County Fire and Rescue 
(ECFRS) 999 call operators will 
walk out for up to eight days after 
the county chiefs imposed a con¬ 
troversial new shift system. 

Members of the Fire Brigades 
Union taking the industrial 
action accuse bosses of continu¬ 
ing to ignore cost-neutral altern¬ 
atives that could avert the protest 
originally planned over three 
days. 

The union says not only will 
this be the longest strike to date 
but all the strikers are likely to be 
women. 

The 999 control operators went 
on strike at 7am on Tuesday, 
March 10 and will not return until 
7am on Wednesday, March 18. 

The stoppage is over a new shift 
system which the union claims 
has caused some emergency con¬ 
trol operators to leave their jobs 
or drastically reduce their hours 
and pay, with many more con¬ 
sidering their future with the ser¬ 


vice. 

Riccardo la Torre, chairman of 
the FBU in Essex, said: “Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service 
like to portray themselves as a 
modern employer. 

“However here they are forcing 
professional women out of their 
jobs and making life intolerable. 

“The vast majority of the con¬ 
trol operators are women, many 
with young families and caring 
responsibilities. 

“They have professional 
careers that they need to balance 
with their family lives. 

Unnecessary 

“These shift changes are unfair 
and completely unnecessary as 
there are alternatives on the table 
that cost the same, but would be 
more manageable for all those 
working in the control room today 
and in the future. 

“It’s time the fire authority 
listened to their control staff prop¬ 
erly and for common-sense to pre¬ 
vail.” 

The current strike action has 


coincided with news that the chief 
fire officer, David Johnson, is set 
to return to duty following a peri¬ 
od of absence. 

Alan Chinn-Shaw, secretary of 
the Fire Brigades Union in Essex, 
said this week: “The chief fire 
officer’s return is an opportunity 
for a fresh pair of eyes to look at 
the serious problems in the emer¬ 
gency fire control room. 

“He should also lend a sym¬ 
pathetic ear to the genuine con¬ 
cerns of his professional control 
staff who are finding the new shift 
system intolerable. 

“We are hopeful the chief’s 
return could provide the catalyst 
for meaningful negotiations.” 

Serious concerns have also 
been raised about the numerous 
IT failures and complete break¬ 
downs in the new mobilising sys¬ 
tem resulting in control staff 
having to take details of emer¬ 
gencies on pen and paper in order 
to dispatch fire engines to incid¬ 
ents. 

ECFRS have said the strike will 
not impact on their service.

Warning after five attempts in two days

BOGUS callers posing as police 
officers stole money and jewellery 
from an 88-year-old woman in 
Harlow. 

Detectives are warning resid¬ 
ents in the area to be wary after a 
sudden surge in phone calls by 
fraudsters posing as police 
officers over the weekend. 

Essex Police received five 
reports and in one case the 
thieves were successful in steal¬ 
ing money and items from their 
victim. 

DC Leo Fordham, of Harlow 
CID, said: “All of those targeted so 
far have been elderly residents. 
They have been contacted by 
either a man or a woman claiming 
to be a police officer. 

“They have then told the vic¬ 
tims that two people have been 
arrested for stealing money from 
their bank account and they have 
given the victims crime reference 
numbers to make the calls seem 
more genuine. 


In the one successful theft, an 
88-year-old victim was called 
shortly after 6pm on Friday 
March 6 by a woman. 

“She said that two boys had 
been arrested for stealing £300 
from the victim's account and 
asked if the victim still had her 
card,” said DC Fordham. 

“The victim confirmed she did, 
and was then passed to a Scottish 
sounding male who said he was 
from CID. He told her that the 
police would need her card and a 
courier would collect it. 

Victim 

“The victim did not disclose her 
address and the man stayed on the 
line for some time before telling 
her that someone had arrived at 
her house. 

“The man who took the card is 
described as tanned, with loose 
curly hair, around 5ft 6in tall and 
was wearing a shirt and dark 
trousers. 

“The man claiming to be a 
detective then called back a short 
time later and told the victim that 


she needed to give her cash and 
jewellery to police for safe keep¬ 
ing. 

“The same man came around 
again and was given £160 in cash 
and £200 of jewellery. 

“There was a further call to 
arrange to pick up another bank 
card and the victim rang us on 
Saturday to find out when we 
would be attending and it was at 
that point that the offence came to 
light. 

“We would like to remind every¬ 
one to be on their guard against 
this type of fraud. Police would 
never ask you for your bank 
details or ask you to transfer or 
withdraw funds. 

“If you do receive calls like 
these do not fall for their claims 
and just put the phone down 
immediately and call police on 
101, using a different phone if 
possible. 

“As these fraudsters generally 
target the elderly and vulnerable 
we would also ask people to share 
the following advice with elderly 
neighbours and relatives.”

Improving waiting 
times is a ‘priority’ 

Minister’s pledge on Princess Alexandra Hospital tour

HEALTH Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said making improvements at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
(PAH) in Harlow will be a priority 
if a Conservative government is 
re-elected in May. 

The health minister staged a 
roundtable meeting with Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon and hospital 
chief executive Phil Morley on 
Friday before being given a tour 
by a hospital porter. 

Mr Hunt said afterwards: “This 
is a very busy hospital with hard 
working staff which needs all the 
support it can get from the NHS. 

“There have been problems and 
I think the staff have been making 
super-human efforts to deal with 
the situation. Problems of waiting 
times here will be a priority. 

Quality 

“There has also been a real 
change in the quality of patient 
safety and staff feel they are able 
to report concerns they want to 
raise.” 

One of the biggest issues affect¬ 
ing hospitals is the quality and 
treatment of nurses, but the Mr 
Hunt said these things will 
change.

“Nurses are getting a pay rise, 
it's not as generous as I would like, 
but we do have financial pres¬ 
sures. We need more nurses and 
we're now committed to recruit¬ 
ing more than ever before,” said 
Mr Hunt. 

The MP for South West Surrey 
has been under pressure to com¬ 
mit to the future of the NHS but 
said he has already shown he 


believes in it: 

“My top priority [if re-elected] 
is to reshape the NHS so it is 
better at dealing with the pres¬ 
sures of an ageing population,” he 
said. 

“I would also like to see the NHS 
become the safest health care sys¬ 
tem in the world. I would like to 
see what happened in Mid-Sussex 
as a turning point and an oppor¬ 


tunity for change.” 

Mr Halfon said: “Our hospital 
has one of the busiest accident 
and emergency departments in 
the country, and is the number 
one busiest for the number of beds 
it has. 

“I’m really happy the Secretary 
Of State sat with staff to hear all 
the concerns about the pressures 
in A&E and training of nurses.”

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Cyclist Dave Sherry films 
misdemeanours of drivers

CAMERA-CLAD cyclist Dave Sherry is hoping to 
change the attitudes of road users by filming 
dangerous incidents. 

Mr Sherry, 37, who lives in Katherines, Harlow, 
says all his videos are filmed during his 40-mile 
daily round-trip to the train station. 

Bus driver Mr Sherry uses cameras attached to 
his bike and helmet and his videos have led to 
more than 70 convictions for a variety of driving 
offences. 

Mr Sherry said he began to make the recordings 
when was hit by a car whilst out cycling. 

“After a car hit my back wheel the police told me 
it was his word against mine so I decided to protect 
myself,” he said. 

But his filming has had repercussions. 

He has been driven off the road, sworn at, 
subjected to dangerously close passes and phys¬ 
ically assaulted - all of it caught on camera. He has 
filmed both drivers and other cyclists. 

To keep himself safe, Dave uses a Garmin GPS to 
log times, dates and locations of incidents, a truck 
horn and a personalised hi-viz. 

He said: “My family are fully supportive of me. 
They do worry, but no more than if I didn’t have the 
cameras.” 

Mr Sherry, who has been cycling for 14 years, 
collaborates with police forces around the various 



areas he cycles, by handing over evidence of 
careless and dangerous driving. 

He added: “The evidence can be and has been 
used in court. Only last week a woman was sent for 
a driver awareness course because of one of my 
videos. 

“I believe the police think it is a positive thing 
and we have even been talking about going out for 
a cycle together.” 

Mr Sherry added: “Drivers can help cyclists by 
being aware of just how much damage their car 
can do. We all need to be more considerate and 
observant.” 

If a cyclist, or anyone else, has similar evidence, 
it can be reported to Essex Police on the non¬ 
emergency number 101.

Good news for pandas 


■ The giant panda is a solitary 
animal which spends about 
two-thirds of its day feeding 
and the remainder resting. 

■ It feeds almost exclusively on 
the stems, leaves and fresh 
young shoots of bamboo. 
However, bamboo is so 
nutritionally poor that the 
pandas have to consume up to 
20kg each day, which can take 
up to 16 hours. 

■ Pandas are skilled tree- 
climbers and efficient 
swimmers. 

■ The giant panda does not 
hibernate but it will shelter in 
caves or hollow trees in very 
cold weather. 

■ The panda uses its stump¬ 
like tail like a brush to mark 
territory with ‘scent’ produced 
by scent glands located 
beneath the tail. 


“This is a testament to the 
commitment made by the 
Chinese government for the 
last 30-plus years to wild 
panda conservation. WWF is 
grateful to have had the 
opportunity to partner with 
the Chinese government to 
contribute to panda 
conservation efforts.” 


THEY are one of the cutest 
and most popular animals in 
zoos. And the good news for 
the giant panda is that their 
numbers in the wild are on 
the increase. 

Pandas live in China 
where they survive on a diet 
of bamboo shoots. 

In 2003 there were around 


1,596 pandas living in the 
wild, but according to the 
latest count there are now 
1,864. 

Nearly three-quarters of 
the pandas live in the south¬ 
west of the country. 

And it is not only in the 
wild that their numbers are 
increasing. Today there are 


almost 200 more living in 
captivity than there were 
back in 2003. 

Ginette Hemley, from 
animal conservation charity 
World Wildlife Fund, said: 
“The rise in the population 
of wild giant pandas is a 
victory for conservation and 
definitely one to celebrate.

As MasterChef returns for a new series, judge John Torode, who's coming to 
the Essex Food Festival this summer, is priming his taste buds. The Aussie 
chef tells Jeananne Craig about the twists and turns in store 


ohn Torode and Gregg Wallace may 
have spent the past decade hosting 
MasterChef together, but don’t expect 
them to hang out, Ant and Dec-style, 
when the cameras stop rolling. 

“We’re like an old married couple who travel 
away from each other all the time,” says Torode, 
when asked why their partnership works so 
well. 

“We don’t really spend time together. I have 
no idea where he is when we’re not filming, we 
have very different lives, different tastes, we 
listen to different music, I’m cool and he’s a bit 
old and doddery...” 

The pair “never try and impose our views on 
each other“, adds the 49-year-old, who has 
returned for a new run of the BBC One cookery 
show this week. 

“The only things he imposes upon me are his 
bloody stupid jokes.” 

As always, viewers can look forward to “a 
couple of twists and turns” in series 11, which 
features 40 amateur cooks competing over 24 
episodes. 

The most notable “twist” is a reinvention test, 
which sees heat-stage hopefuls taking the main 
ingredient from their signature dish (known as 
the ‘calling card’ dish) and turning it into a 
brand new plate of food. 

If they impress the judges, and get through 
another two-course challenge, they’ll make it 
into the quarter finals, and finally, at the end of 
the gruelling seven weeks, 2015’s champion will 
be crowned. 

Torode, who grew up in Maitland, in 
Australia’s New South Wales, says he still gets 
inspired by the home cooks who enter. 

“This year, more than anything, we’ve seen 
such a diverse group of cooks with really 
different ideas, with food from all around the 
place - from people cooking street food to really 
elegant fine dining, to brilliant stuff from 
Austria and Germany, through to Japan, Italy, 
France, China, Malaysia, Russia.” 

He also has MasterChef to thank for his 
romance with actress and cookery writer Lisa 
Faulkner, who he met when she competed in - 
and won - Celebrity MasterChef in 2010. 

“She’s such an amazing cook. She’s so great 
and so generous, and she’s pretty good-looking 
as well. The old man did all right!” says Torode. 

The TV judge would never critique his 
former contestants’ food, however - including 
Faulkner’s. 

“Can you imagine me going to somebody’s 
house, or to Lisa, and saying, ‘Well I think this 
would work, maybe if you did this...’ That would 
be the rudest thing in the whole world.” 

Torode is also working on a new book, My 
Kind Of Food, due out later this year, “about the 
food I cook at home - clams and spaghetti, 
really good salad, curry, pies”. 

Here’s a recipe from previous Celebrity 
MasterChef winner, Nadia Sawalha... 


Nadia Sawalha's Sea Bass with a 
Tahini Sauce, Carrot and Onion 
Seed Salad and Saffron Rice 

SERVES 4 
Ingredients 

4 sea bass fillets, skin on 
Itsp ground cumin 
%tsp cinnamon 
Itbsp olive oil 

Sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 
For the salad: 

4tbsp vegetable oil 
250g onions, finely sliced 
250g carrots, finely grated 
Salt 

Juice of 1/2 lemon 
For the tahini sauce: 

Itsp salt 
1 garlic clove 
100ml tahini 
Juice of 1 lemon 

2tbsp finely chopped flat-leaf parsley 
For the saffron rice: 

Pinch of saffron threads 
400ml hot chicken stock 
25g butter 

50g whole blanched almonds 
200g basmati rice 
Itsp baharat spice 
50g raisins 

Method 

To make the salad, fry the onions in half the oil 
until golden and caramelized. Meanwhile, put the 
carrots in a bowl and add salt and lemon juice. 
Mix well, then stir in the onions. 

To make the sauce, put the salt into a mortar and 
pound with the garlic until really smooth. Pour in 
the tahini and mix with a whisk. Add the lemon 
juice and whisk until sticky, then whisk in 75ml of 
warm water. When it looks like thick double 
cream, stir in the parsley. 

Put the saffron in the stock. Melt half the butter 
in a heavy pan and fry the almonds gently. When 
they are golden, remove and set aside. 

Put the remaining butter in, add the rice and 
spice, stir, and add the raisins. Pour in the hot 
stock, season, bring to the boil, give it one more 
stir and then put the lid on and reduce the heat 
to as low as possible. Cook for about 15-20 
minutes. Mix the fried almonds through. 

Dry the sea bass fillets with kitchen paper. Rub 
the spices over them and season well. Gently 
heat the olive oil in a heavy frying pan and slide 
the fish in, skin-side up. After about three 
minutes turn the fillets over and cook for another 
three minutes or so.

HARLOW’S Matthew Cowdery is 
set to play a crucial role for 
England’s Learning Disabilities 
cricket team Down Under, 
according to head coach Derek 
Morgan.

“He works exceptionally hard 
and has to balance lots of 
commitments work wise as well 
as his playing commitments 
which is admirable and shows 
what a great attitude he has. 

“But he has made some real 
progress and his attitude in the 
last 12 months has progressed 
massively in the direction we 
want him to go in. 

“He’s really contributing 
heavily to the direction that we 
want to go in and I think having 
him in the squad is important. 

“He will want to make an 
impact in Australia and if he 
gets the chance then he has the 
ability to seize it.”
